U. S. CRUISER 
SUNK BY HUN 

SUBMARINE 

Hundreds May Ho liOSl In Sinkim? <ii 
San Dlcirn (Iff Const of Now York 

Hy Reman submarine. 

Waslilncton. .Inly 20— The Nnvy Po- 

pnrtmoiit early this morning received 
Information that two steamship* 
which are proceeding to an unnamed 
port have aboard 1.186 officers and 
mon or tho United suites Cruiser sun 

DlegO, These nro In addition to tho 
one officer ami thirty-seven men prev- 
iously reported landed, 

Tho men tiro said to be in good con- 
dition ns far as known, none of them 
being injured. 

Point o'Woods. N. v.. July IB— Sur- 
vivor* of Iho United States cruiser 
San DlegO sunk ten miles off PI re Is- 
land shortly before noon today, de- 
clared tonlghi that many member* of 
tho engine room crow must hnvo heon 
killed by the explosion Whloh wreck- 
ed tho warship. They were uncer- 
tain whether tho vessel was sunk by 
a torpedo from a submarine or by a 
mine, Tho cruiser remained afloat 
thirty-six minutes after she was 
struck. 

The torpedo or mine struck the ship 
just aft of amidships, blowing up the 
boiler*. One of the sailors declared 
the cons of the cruiser wore tired ill 
What appeared to he * periscope. The 

survivors who landed hero numbered 

:!:". inrludillK six officers. The Captain 
and lirst olllcer of the San DlegO were 
the last to leave the sinking cruiser. 

Heavy explosions heard here late to- 
day wore believed lO indicate that 
some of Iho patrol boats which dashed 
to tho aid of tho cruiser had met a' 
Clormnn submarine and were giving 
battle. The explosions continued un- 
til after 8 o'clock tonight and mar- 
iners living bore declared they sound- 
ed HP if depth bomb* were being drop- 
ped

ADVANCE OF 
ALLIES IS 
NOT CHECKED 

Kranco. American Forces Advance 

Partner Despite Derma* Reserve* 

Thrown Into the broken 
Line of the Enemy, 

With the American Army netweon 
the Alsne and the Marne. July 1»— 
The Franco- American troops mnde an 
advance late this afternoon on the 

Botaaona-Cttateau Thierry front, av- 
eraging about a mile and a quarter. 
Vicious gun fire southwest of Soissnns 

hampered the advance for only n 

Rhort period. 

In the snnio sections the (Ioniums 
attempted to use tanks against the 
Americans, hut n hot lire soon com- 
pelled the tanks to retreat 

The advance began with a barrage 
opening at 5:80 o'clock. Tanks were 
sent in by the Allies to assist the In- 
fantry ami machine gunner* ami the 
Germane endeavored to stem the tide 
with a heavy shell lire. The advance 
was one of the best organized the Al- 
lies over Bttmepted, the system work- 
ing wonderfully well one end of the' 
lino to the other. The machine gun 
defense of the Hermans was feeble 
and was quickly silenced, the Her- 
mans railing back upon their rear de- 
fenses 

Southwest of Solasons, the Connnns 
repeatedly attempted to reach the Al- 
lies' hug guns. The Herman firing 
continued until long after dark, but 
tin' Prenoh and American gnus re- 
sponded in kind and gave full protec- 
tion to the Allied forces as they ad- 
vanced along the line Several towns 
were captured. 

Heavy reinforcements were rushed 

up from the north by the German 

command in an effort to head off the 
hard fighting Allies, whoso rapid ad- 
vance WOUld. if continued sever the 

German line of communication. 
I There are still strong German forces 

south of the Marne. 

Pari*, July 10— The Franco-Ameri- 
can offensive between the Alsne ami 
, the Marne has yielded thus tar 17,000 
I prisoners ami more than P.iin gnus, 
captured by the Allies, according to 
the war office announcement tonight 
ah day the bottle raged violently 
The French have held their positions 

on the plateau southwest or Solssons 
and have made important advances at 
various points. The statement reads: 

"The battle begun yesterday be- 
tween the Mane and the Maine con- 
tinued all day with extreme violence. 
Hie enemy resisting deperalely along 
the Hue with largo reserves. Despite 
his efforts wo continue our advance 
over the greater part of the front 

"On the left we maintained the pla- 
teau southwest of Solssons and In Hie 
region of Chaudon In the center our 
advance exceeded throe kilometers at 
certain points along the lino of Vaux- 

Caatllle, Vlllers-Helen and Noroy Sur- 
ourcq. On the right our troops occu- 
pied arter bitter fighting the plateau 
northwest of Monnes and the heigh) 

north of Courchamps ami advanced 

beyond Ton y 

"The number or prisoners counted 

up to tiie present exceeds it. I, In- 
cluding 'wo colonels wilh their chiefs 
of staff. We have captured more than 
360 cannon, including one battery ol 
Jill's.

In the casualty list announced yes- 
terday by the War Department at 

Washington there appeared the name 
of Claud M. Scott, of this city ns be- 
ing severely wounded In action. 

Mrs. I'erry Johnson, who lives near 
the Coal Docks, Just Kast of the city, 
had received a telegram from the 

War Department on Thursday an- 
nouncing the wounding or her son in 
battle but it wns In the rorm usually 
Bent out by tho official* at Washing- 
ton and gave no details. 

Voting Scott enlisted in the United 
States Army at Cincinnati on August 
•">. llilT. ns a volunteer and wont over- 
seas following u period of training in 
an American cantonment. His rela- 
tive* here have heard from him sev- 
eral times since he has been "over 
there" and ho bus been engaged In 
several encounters. 

Scott was the son by a former mar- 
riage of Mrs. Perry Johnson, whose 
husband is now employed at the 

Sphnr BrlOk works. lie wns well 
known over the Kast end of the city 
and was a fine young man well liked 
by all who know him 

When the word tirst reached Mays- 
vllle it was not exactly known Just 
who the young man was and those de- 
siring to know the young man's fam- 
ily were unable to got any informa- 
tion except that on tile at the Cham- 
ber or Commerce and this was very 
incomplete The llle there showed 
that the young man was a Mason 
county man and that ho had enlisted 
in Hie service on August 8, 1!H". hut 
il did not give tho name or bis near- 
est relatives or their home and was 
almost useless.

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AIRSHIPS FOR LONDON FLIGHT 

In these days of wonder working nothing should be accounted 
impossible. There are too many of us who did not believe thai dy- 
ing through the air could be made practical, and yel mitoh of the 
hard fighting of the war is being done in nil* machines, These inn- 
chinos have proved useful in observation, in scout duly, in getting 
diagrams of enemy camps, in bombing cities h:\ok of the lines, and In 
actual fighting at close range. 

Only a few years ngo when Waller W'ellnian made a blue at 
flyinR across the ocean in a dirigablc balloon, it was the general opin- 
ion that it could never he done. VVcllman tailed, hut there is now a 
well defined plan to begin the sending of American-made airplanes 
across the ocean under their own power rather than to send them 
by ship. Gen. Brancker, of the British aviation corps, isn ow over 
in America speeding up this project. 

On the heels of that comes a proposal lor an apparently reliable 
source to 'furnish a model of a machine thai is called a semi-dirigible, 
and the proposition is being made the subject of careful investigation. 

The new erafl has been offered by a middle west corporation, 
which nvrees to furnish what they call a semi-dirigible that will sur- 
pnss the Zeppelin in size, speed, carrying capacity and general ser- 
viceability. 

All details of the super-airship are guarded, because if it does 
anything like what its inventors claim il will be t tremendous war 
machine. They promise a speed of 70 to 100 miles an hour and a 
carrying capacity of six men and thirty tons of cargo, and say 
they are able to exceed these specifications. They say they will use 
the Newfoundland route, not curing as much about the uncertainty 
of weather conditions as the airship folks. Gen. Brancker in his sug- 
gestion of an over-Ocean airship flight adopted lb.' route via the 
Azores and Portugal. 

These people say they will make London by direct Might and 
that they will deliver letters in the English capital in 14 hours and 
have them in the hands of the men in the trenches :'.(> hours after they 
are mailed in New York,

Their places must bo 
filled by student nursoR enrolled for 
the full training course of from two 
to throe years. Every young woman 
wlio enrolls In the United States Stu- 
dent Nurse Hoserve Is releasing n 
nurso for service at the (Tout and 
swelling the home army Which wo 
must rely on to not as our second line 
of hospital defense. I'pon the health

(li As engaging to hold themselves 
in readiness until April t. 1919, to ac- 
cept assignments to nurses' training 
schools. Those women will be sent 
to the schools as fast as vacancies oc- 
cur. Those of superior qualification! 

will be given preference, and it is, of 
course, possible that not everyone 
who enrolls will be accepted. 

(2) As desiring to become candi- 
dates for the Army Nursing School re- 
cently established by authority of the 
War Department, with branch sohoolr 

in selected military hospitals. 

(8) Ac engaging to hold themselves 
In readiness until April 1. 1919, to ac- 
cept assignments to either a civilian 
training school or the Army Nursing 

School. Those who so enroll will be 
called where the first need arises. The 

Government hopes (lint a majority n( 
those who enroll will thus put don it 
their names for both. 



THE NUR8KH' TRAINING SCHOOLS 
There are 1,879 nurses' training 

schools in this country. Their need 
Is as great nnd Imperative as that of 
the Army School of Nursing. Those 
who enroll for these schools will ho 
assigned as vacancies occur. 

The enrollment card will indicate 
two classes of reglstrans -preferred 
and Oeferred. The preferred class 
will bo those who are ready to accept 
assignment to whatever hospital the 
Government directs them, although 
they may state what training school 
they prefer to lie sent to. Those who 
register in the Preferred clBBS .will bo 
assigned first, and ail possible consid- 
eration will be given to their prefer- 
ence as stated. The Oeferred class is 
composed of those who limit their 
pledged of service — that Is. who will 
not engngo to go to certain hospitals. 
This clnss Is intended largely for 
those who, for family reasons, can not 
accept training at a distance from 
their homes Those who register in 
the Oeferred class will bo assigned 
only after the Preferred elass is ex- 
hausted. 

The Government relies on the pa- 
triotism of those who in roll to fill' 
out Preferred cards if they possibly 
can. thus Volunteering to go where

Ing also the importance of n regular 
weekly report from each Itilile School 
to our Stale paper. "The Weekly Hul- 
letln." 

All were Interested In Miss I.idn 
Klrkland's discussion of "Missionary 
Education," lis value lo both teachers 
and pupils, and the tact that the mis- 
sionaries of the future are now in the 
Hlhle Schools. 

W. .1. Clark brought an interesting 
and convincing message, linking "The 
Hlhle School nnd Christian Citizen- 
ship." showing the rich opportunity 
ami Ihe very definite responsibility of 
Ihe church In this regard point ing out 
that the Hlhle School is not Just a 
man-made institution, hut that relig- 
ious education was from the first a 
part of Christ's own program. 

Following this a Convention offer- 
ing wns taken, amounting to $6.60. 

In the afternoon a tender Devotion- 
al Service for Our Hoys at the Front 

was conducted by D. w. Nicholas,' 
closing with some Interesting "Im- 
pressions of a Camp Pastor" by A. 
P. Btahl. 

"The Service of Hie Church to the 
Community" was ihe subject of a talk 

by A. K. Btahl, showing how the 
church should he made- a sort of com- 
munity center, also how il may help 
to shape the community's thought 
along many Important practical lines 
D W Nicholas in "The Service or 

tin- church lo Ho- Nation," called at- 
tention io the responsibility or the 
Church in the present crisis lo the 
fact that the Goveruinenl lias called 
upon the church lo keep the home 
fires burning, and lo Ihe great work | 
that Is being done by the V. M. C. A., 
the Red Cross, nnd other like agen- 
cies, all inspired by I he spirit of 
Christ. 

An Interesting talk by George W. 
Scott on "The Service of Ihe Church 
to the World" showed how every na- 
tion is reeling the Influence of t'hris- 
tlanity, in Ms political or its socla* 
life, how the work of caring for Ihe 
helpless, wherever undertaken, even 
If II is under civil control, is always 
the outgrowth of Christian though! 
and Influence, pointing also to ihe 
fnct that Christiana are working to- 
day for others with keener mind and 
more generous henrl than ever before, 
nnd closing with that most comfort- 
ing word of a grent man. 
"God's In His heaven. 
All's right with Ihe world."

Maysvllle; Beeretary, Miss Margaret 
Blerlln, Mayaville Route No. 8, 
The Invitation to meet with the mhi 

Creek Church in 1919 was accepted. 
Ihe time to he fixed later by the State 
Superintendent and the county offi- 
cers. 

The plan lor riiturc work adopted 
was as follows: 

1. That during Ihe coming year 
special emphasis he laid upon these 
four things: 

(a) The training of teachers nnd 
officers, 

(b) Missionary education. 

(c) The conservation of young life 
for the Kingdom during the untried 
years and in the present crisis. 

(dl The universal observance of 
the Lord's Supper every Lord's Day- 
ill connection with the Bible School 
program, even if there la no preach- 
ing Bervlce. 

2. That Quarterly Conference be 
held or all Hlhle School teachers and 
officers under the general supervision 
of the county officers.
